Air Wedge®. Use 
the HPC No.AS-1 
AutoSleeve™ to 
prevent damage 
to the weather 
stripping and 
automobile 
finish. Note: 
Extra care should 
be taken when 
prying the door 
away from the 
door frame. 
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8. Insert the HPC No.CO-90

13. To remove shroud to access ignition lock, turn 
steering wheel and remove 2 (P-2) screws on each 
side of steering wheel. 


14. Remove 1 (P-2) screw at tilt wheel 
control arm.

Remove bottom portion of column 
shroud. 


16. Carefully pull outward on cylinder 
illumination ring.
